Almost everyone takes a few 
days off during the holidays. It’s 
a time to be with your family 
and loved ones and share in the 
joy and happiness of the season. 
But illness and disease never 
take a holiday, said John R. Pet- 
tibone, President, of the Michi- 
gan Tuberculosis and Respira- 
tary Disease Association. 

The diseases that strike us! 
where we breath - emphysema, 
tuberculosis, and chronic bron- 
chitis, aggravated by foul air 
conditions - are clearly present 
everyday. Tuberculosis, although 
not the killer it once was (pro- 
visional figures show 195 TB 
deaths in Michigan in 1970), is 
stili with us. Emphysema, on 
the other hand, has increased 
109% in the last five years. Pro- 
visional figures show there were 
1,177 emphysema deaths report- 
ed in the state in 1970. In Mich- 
igan, emphysema is the ninth 
leading cause of death. And to- 
day, one need only look out of 
his window to notice the “haze” 
that hangs over our cities. 

But the subject isn’t totally 
depressing, said Mr. Pettibone. 
There is a spark of hope, sym- 
bolized by the tiny holiday seal 
that decorates our Christmas 
Sifts and mail. The little Christ- 
{mas deal stands forth as the 
symbol of hope in the fight a- 
Bainst tuberculosis, emphysema, 
and air pollution. Year-round, 
Christmas Seal contributions pro- 
vide for research and public and 
professional education necessary 
to control and eradicate these di-

One Great Virtue 


“There ought to be a law” is a remark that is 
heard all too frequently. Unfortunately, politicians

The country is swamped with 
laws — some punitive, some unenforceable and 
many that aimost automatically make criminals 
out of law-abiding citizens. 

The 1968 Federal Gun Control Act is among 
the latter. Its enforcement has left an unsavory 
record. An editorial in “‘The American Rifleman” 
reports that, “If you, an American citizen never 
before convicted of any offense, are tried on charges 
of violating the 1968 Federal Gun Control Act, you 
stand a far greater chance of being convicted than 
if you were tried for murder, rape, robbery or as- 
sault, with or without a gun. More than 86 percent 
of the persons tried under this law have been con- 
victed according to government figures, compared 
with 32 percent of ali those tried across the United 
States for crimes of violence.”

Since the last time [ sat down at the typewriter to 
bat out this essay. two more official candidates 
have entered the Democratic presidential race. 

It's getting to be almost downright crowded. 

But fear not the bedsheet ballot; before the voting 
actually takes place, the field will be narrowed 
down to manageable size. 

The Jatest two official entries (at the time of this 
writing) created not too much of a public stir. 

Los Angeles Mayor Sam Yorty now is an official 
candidate for president. The story on his an- 
nouncement appeared on Page 33 of one of 
Michigan's largest newspapers, which gives you an 
idea of the public excitement Yarth’s entry created. 


According to the story, Yorth intends his cam- 
paign to appeal to Democratic party members who 
are dissatisfied with ‘‘left-wing Democratic 
leaders” and with President Nixon. The mayor is 
generally ranked as 2 conservative in the 
Democratic camp. and for that reason he could 
attract some internal party attention because 
there’s somewhat of a void at that end of the 
ideological spectrum. 


Yorty said he plans to enter a few of the 
primaries, climaxing with a real run in the big 
California primary. He also will appear on the 
ballot in some other states—unless he disavows 
interest as the closing time nears. 

The other recent formal presidential entry is by 
Sen. Henry M. Jackson of Washington. Jackson got

Jackson made a point in his announcement of 
describing himself as a liberal; most political 
pundits rank him as a conservative. Compared with 
some of the other potential Democratic front- 
runners, the pundits are probably more accurate in 
their description of Jackson's philosophy than 
Jackson himself. 

The Senator's announcement emphasized the 
economic state of the nation. 

“The No. ! priarity in this country must be to put 
our people back to work,’ Jackson said. 

Citing today’s unemployment statistics, and 
noting the entry of young people into the job market, 
Jackson continued: 

“We still have one-quarter of our industrial plants 
shut down. Our foreign trade and deficit budgets are 
going up every month. Our agriculture is producing 
more but receiving less. Our cities are starved for 
funds. I think we can honestly and flatly say it’s a 
mess. 

If everyone who agrees that the economy is a 
mess today will vote for Jackson, he might be 
elected. 

Yorty and Jackson now join Sen. George 
McGovern ot South Dakota as deciared Democraiic 
candidates for president. Sen. Fred Harris of 
Oklahoma earlier announced as a candidate, but 
already has withdrawn for lack of funds and lack of

The U.S. $h Circuit Court of Appeals recently ruled there is 
“a compelling public interest in not having pregnant female 


As an army veteran, a member of the public, and a fan of 
Women's Lib, I protest this decision.

He probably got a medal 
making a beyond-duty effort to improve fellowship at the 
Officers’ Club. 


Obviously, there is no decent reason why a female soldier 
can’t be granted maternity leave for, say, a month. Then it could 
be back to duty, the same as a male soldier returning from R &

Parents Know the 
Drug Threat 


The Child You Save 
May Be Your Own 


Today's Subject: Heroin — Another Depressant 


While discussing Heroin it is immediately alarming to par- 
ents to Jearn that most city, county and siate arrests for Heroin, 
across the country, have increased from 100% to 250% in the 
past two years! 

What is Heroin? Heroin is diacetylmorphine, an alkaloid de- 
rived from morphine; it does not occur in opium. It is most 
usually a white, off-white or brown crystalline powder. It has 
for many years been firat choice among addicts of opiates. In 
slang terms it is referred to as "H”, Big “H’, Smack”, 
“Junk”, “Dope”. It is an injected, potent, highly addictive nar- 
cotic! Its possession is illegal. 

Heroin has a generally sedative and analgesic effect. The 
first reaction te introducing it into the system is unpleasant to 
most people, but a calming effect follows and, depending on 
how much is taken at a time, may very well progress to coma 
and death from respiratory failure. 

A Heroin user will have ‘needle tracks’, small needle 
marks on his body, most often on the arms over a vein. It can 
also be given in the legs. Abscesses (boils) often become ap- 
parent at the site of Injections. Dirty needle diseases are com- 
mon among users, such as hepatitis and nationally approach 
epidemic levels. 

Most abusers, using Heroin, actually seem to have a dream- 
like disposition, but when in need of a “fix”, (another dose), 
they become capable of aggressive and even violent behavior. 
Signs of use of Heroin, among others, are pinpoint pupils and a 
pale complexion. The bedy builds a tolerance for the drug and 
the user needs an increased dose regularly in crder to achieve 
the same desired effect. Withdrawal pains occur when drug is 
not available. The psychological dependence on the drug makes 
the user THINK he needs the drug to function and he is ex- 
tremely uncomioriabie without it, once “hooked. Exy-addicts 
often return to the habit and the history of complete recoveries 
is disheartening to say the least. 

Infection of the user’s blood stream, lungs and heart, can 
and often do result from Heroin injections. The lungs can have 
blood clots. When this type of infection occurs it is usually 
caused by bacteria that can be very resistant to treatment and 
therefore the death rate is very high. ., 

Source for Heroin is the illegal ‘‘street market’ and the cost 
is usually $3. to $5. per capsule. Physical dependence can cost 
from $20.00 to $200.00 per day. 

What could possibly be appealing about the use of such a 
horrifying drug? To the user, the great appeal is that these 
drugs induce a sense of good feeling, depress or overcome emo- 
tional pain for a while and minimize feelings of fear, anxiety 
and tension. But, when it is so unmistakenly evident that nar- 
cotics can become a way of life, consuming complete attention, 
energy and income, it is the duty of everyone, with any con- 
tact or influence with young people to educate them whenever 
possible about the FACTS surrounding drug misuse.
